THE STATF.'S FINANCE!. 


The Winnemucoa Silver State, com- 


menting upon the JOURNAL'S report of 
the condition of the State's finances, 


TURKEY FOR JKAUKOAJM. 


soys : 


The JOURNAL ought to have told its 


readers, when it referred to "the pretty 
good-sized sack" in the Treasury that 
$520,000 of the $844,593, represented 
the liabilities, not the assets of the 
State. The people ought not to bo de- 
ceived by the monthly statement of the' 
Board of Examiners, which makes it 
appear that the State has nearly $350,- 
000 in coin and bonds in the Treasury, 
when in reality the bonds, except the 
$100,000 in United States bonds, and 
those belong to the School Fund, repre- 
sent its indebtedness. 


As reported in the JOURNAL the last 


count showed of coin $209,013 30; paid 
coin vouchers not returned to Con- 
troller, $15,585 03; irredeemable Ne- 
vada State school bonds, $380,000; Ne- 
vada State bonds, 
$140,000; U. S. 


bonds, $100,000; total, $844,598 33. 
There is no disposition on the part of 
the Board of Examiners or anybody 
else that we know of to mislead the 
public. The true facts are sufficient in 
themselves to show that the State is in 
-good condition. 
The $380,000 irre- 


deemable bond is a relio of Territorial 
existence, and the State pays the School 
Fond interest. 
The $100,000 U. S. 


bonds belong to the School Fund und 
are earning interest. 
The $140,000 is 


the amount the State has borrowed from 
the School Fund to maintain a cash 
basis, and upon which it is paying the 
School Fund more interest than could 
be earned by investing the same amount 
in Government bonds. 
The State au- 


thorities have the power to borrow to 
the Constitutional limit of $300,000 and 
this $140,000 is liable to be increased or 
decreased juat as the State's condition 
will warrant. The $140,000 could be 
paid it appears becauss there are over 
$200,000 in coin on hand, but this 
money will b« needed, probably, to carry 
on business for the year, or until the 
December settlement. The State tax of 
90 cents is amply sufficient to pay ex- 
penses, and as the State is about 
holding Us own, there is nothing to dis- 
courage taxpayers. 
There is not the 


slightest fear of the State rate ever be- 
ing increased, and on the contrary in 
the years to come it ought not to axoeed 
75 cents. 


An Immense Hani to be 


nted on the Treasury. 


It is understood that Seoretaiy Folgw 


will very soon issn* a circular of in- 
structions to the proper office, directing 
the money due branch lines of subsidy 
railroad* mast be paid. It appears that 
the Pacific railroads applied to the 
President to have th« money paid to 
them under a decision of the Supreme 
Court, and hs referred the matter to the 
Attorney General for an opinion. It is 
learned that the opinion of Brewster is 
that the roads must be paid. The opin- 
ion was sent to Folger and the latter 
will act upon it at once. As above in- 
dicated the action will result in the pay- 
ment to the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific Railroads of a vast sum of 
money, running away up into the mill- 
ions. 
Ever sines the Thurman Act 


went into effect, under which tho Pacif- 
ic roads were charged 25 per cent, of

their net earnings, to satisfy the claims 
of the Government, the money for car- 
rying mails and general transportation j 
of army and Indian sap plies hai been j 
withheld on all lines, operated by their 
company. Under this practice a large 
sum due for carrying mails, etc., over 
the 
Utah 
Colorado and 
Nebraska 


branches of the Union Pacific, and the 
Southern Pacific and other lines oper- 
ated by the Central Pacific Company, 
have been withheld. Under the opin- 
ion of Brewster not only all these lines 
must be paid hereafter, but what is past 
due must be paid up. Of the 8,000 
miles of load operated by the Central 
anil Unioa Pacific only 2,400 miles, or 
that actually built under the Subsidy 
Aut, is subject to the Thurman law, and 
on these lines only can tho Government 
withhold the money earned in transpor- 
tation as a set off <or claims against the 
companies. These claims of the Union 
Pacific Company are undergtood to he 
what Dillon referred to in his letter to 
Teller. The decision will make a big 
hole in the surplus which has been 
piled up by tho Postoffice Department 
for the last year.

This fear robbed him 
of bis rest and rendered life a dreary 
waste to the tyrannic*! king. He lived 
in constant dread that each previous 
moment would not be followed by the 
succeeding one. He would eat a hearty 
supper and retire to rest, but the night 
would be cursed with horrid dreams of 
the Scythians nnd White River Utes 
peeling off his epidermis nnd throwing 
him into a boiling caldron with red pep- 
per and other counter irritants, while 
they danced the Highland Sing around 
this royal barbecue. Even his own wife 
and children were forbidden to enter 
his presence for fear they would put 
"barn arsenic" in the pancake or paris 
green in the pie.

SUMMIT LAKE. 


Scaiicry ami ttooit Fiah- 


In the northwestern part of Humboldt 


county, near old Camp MoGarry, a 
military post established iu early days 
to terrorize the hostile Ind'ans, who in- 
fested that section, is situated Sum- 
mit Lnke, whose crystal waters set like 
a gem on a pliiteau, on table laud about 
a thousand feet above the valley. A 
gentleman, who is familar with the lake 
and its surroundings, tells tha Winne- 
mnoca Silver State it is about four miles 
in circumference, 
and 
of unknown 


depth. At one time he and others 
sounded it to a depth of 50 feet with 
riattas, the only available sounding 
line at hnnd, without touching bottom. 
The shore on one sicls is precipitous, 
rooky bluffs towering hundreds of feet 
above the water, 
while on tho other 


the meadows are almost on a level with 
the lake. This body of water is fed by 
two mountain streams, ^and it has no 
visible outlet. It abounds with salmon 
trout, some of which weigh ten or 
twelve pounds, and it has been, and is 
to some extent yet, a great resort for 
Indians in the Summer season, as deer 
are abundant iu the vicinity and fish 
can always be procured. The 
lake 


seems to have been formed by an up- 
heaval, or possibly by a landslide, 
which closed up the canyon, thus hem- 
ming in the waters from the streams 
above. The scenery in the vicinity is 
quite picturesque. It is within the 
Camp McGarry military reservation, 
whioh embraced on area of 51,000 acres, 
but whioh was abandoned some years 
ago, and is now the property of E. W. 
Crutoher. The table land on which the 
lake is situated mak»s an excellent cat- 
tle range, but is too cold for agricul- 
tural purposes. It is said, however, 
that with nu expenditure of a few 
thousand dollars the lake could be tap- 
ped by a tunnel and its waters used for 
irrigating purposes in the valley below, 
where there are thousands olf acres of 
rich 
land, 
whioh 
only 
requires 


water to make it as fertile and produc- 
tive as any in the State.
